It was largely congenital vigor, no doubt, as in remarkable 


.nKtames of human longevity. But there were other important 
factor* under control. Clover did not literally live up to his 
name Ha lived the sittipleJife. He had excellent food, but pldin, 
pure and in moderate quantities, at regular times. He was kept 
clean and given pure water and pure air. There was horse sense 
in all that, which might have a wide application to the higher 
specie-- of life.
